Colon, Get. 2.— Six hundred and fifty 
laborers 
from 
Martinique, 
brought 
here Friday on the French steamer 
Versailles under contract to work on 
the canal, refused to disembark or to 
subm it to vaccination, which is im­ 
perative under the American sanitary 
regulations. 
T h e y 
clamored 
to 
be 
taken back to Martinique, asserting 
that they had been misinformed aa to 
the conditions here before they em ­ 
barked and that later they le a r n e d 
these conditions were Intolerable and 
deadly. 
S aturday morning, however, SOO of 
them were with difficulty persuaded to 
land, and these were sent to points 
along the line of the canal. 
One hun­ 
dred and fifty rem ained on board and 
declined to leave the ship under any 
consideration. 
T hese 
were forcibly 
ejected from the vessel Sunday after­ 
noon by P anam an and canal zone po­ 
licemen, but not until nearly every one 
of them had been clubbed and sev­ 
eral werp bleeding from nasty wounds. 
E arly Sunday m orning the French 
consul at Colon, M Bon henry, appeal­ 
ed to the men to listen to reason, ex­ 
plaining th at they had left M artinique 
under contract with the canal zone 
em igration 
agent 
guaranteeing 
the 
paym ent of their passage here, and 
th a t while working on the canal they 
would have in addition to tin ir wages 
the guarantee of free quarters and free 
medical attendance. 
Seeing that resistance was useless 
the men yielded, cam e ashore and be­ 
gan to eat the food w’hich had been 
placed on the dock in sight of them 
for several hours. 
Many of them had 
not eaten since Saturday. At 5 o’clock 
all the laborers who wrere in pitiable 
condition, 
were placed 
on board a 
train which left for Corozal, where 
they will be put to work.

Seven Children and Kills Herself. 
Cambridge, IIL, Oct. 2.—Mrs. C lar­ 
ence Markham, thirty-five years old, 
living seven miles southwest of C am ­ 
bridge and four miles southeast of 
Andover, cut the throats of her seven 
children with an ax. 
Then placing 
the bodies in a row on the bed she 
sprinkled 
kerosene about 
the room 
and set fire to the house. 
The woman 
then gashed her own throat with a 
butcher knife and lay down on the 
floor 
to 
await 
destruction 
by 
the 
flames. 
Neighbors who saw smoke coming 
from the farm-house sent out an alarm 
and in a few m inutes people were on 
the scene. 
T he first to arrive saw Mrs 
M ark­ 
ham rush from th e burning house, 
then enveloped in flames, and fall In 
the yard. 
The neighbors found it im ­ 
possible to enter the house because 
the fire blocked every entrance. 
The | 
dying 
woman 
confessed 
the 
awful 
deed and told some of the details. 
C larence E. Markham, husband and 
fath er of the victims of the tragedy, i 
com m itted suicide by shooting him- j 
self a few hours after receiving in- ! 
form ation of his wife’s awful deed. 
The oldest child was eight years old 
and the youngest an infant in arms. I 
Mrs. M arkham had been in a w eak I 
m ental condition for some time, and 
the father had kept the older children 
home from school in order that they 
might look after lier. 
She had little 
to do wMth the neighbors and not much 
Is known of her peculiarities. 
She put 
a letter in the mail for her husband, 
saying she killed the children with 
the ax and then set fire to the oil- 
saturated beds. 
Siie did it for the 
children’s sake, she said.

The Soo train had arrived from 
Montreal thirty minutes late and was 
bound for 
Minneapolis, running, so 
witnesses say, about thirty miles an 
hour. 
As it neared Fourth street the 
track on which it w’as running leads 
to an inside double track. 
H ere the 
engineer of the Soo train sighted the 
G reat W estern cattle train going for 
the South St. Paul stockyards and 
beading for a split switch which con­ 
nects the outside and inside tracks. 
The engineer of the G reat W estern 
train 
whistled 
for 
brakes, showing 
that his air-brakes were not working 
and as a warning to the Soo train, 
but it evidently was not heard, as the 
Soo train failed to slacken. 
The en gin e and first sleeper of the 
Soo train got safely across the switch, 
but the second and third sleepers were 
hit 
The end of the fourth sleeper 
was partially wrecked.
